The Labour Party. 


We have been watching democracy in 


| movements of democracy at home. British | 
| Labour is resolved to have its full share 
| In the process of national reconstruction 


after the war. It proposes to win, not in 
the distant future, but almost immediately, 
an authority in the country’s councils 
ten times greater than that which it 
enjoys to-day. It was announced so 

deys ago that the Labour Party will find 
candidates for three hundred seats at the 
next General Election. This assertion 
of its constitution and a general over- 
hauling of its political machinery. The 
partys National Executive has been at 
work for some time on a plan of éon- 
stitutional reform. To-day this plan is 
published in the shape of a draft. which 
will be submitted, in January next, to the 
annual conference of the party at Notting- 
ham. The principle which governs it is 
the consolidation of all the labour forces 
of Great Britain into a single instrument 
of political and social progress. The new 
definition of “labour” includes “all pro- 
ducers by hand or by brain,” and a 
special invitation is extended to women. 
Hitherto the trade union and the Socialist 
society, expressing themselves through the 
“ block vote,’’ have controlled the policy 
and conduct of the Labour Party. The 
draft scheme introduces a new element of 
government by proposing to incorporate 
with the old basis of the national society 
the new basis of Parliamentary con- 
stituencies. In other words, it finds room 
for men and women not only as trade 
unionists, but as individuals, and it sug-

the rigidity of the trade union machine. 
They demand a real broadening of the 
party’s basis—that is to say, the pre- 
dominance of the rank and file of in- 
dividual members over the affiliated 
society, with its “block vote” and 
Prussian ‘disciplite—and such a , real 
broadening is not furnished by the draft 
scheme. It makes, indeed, some formal 
recognition of individual claims, but it 
leaves the individual element in a hopeless 
minority so far as the party s government 
is concerned. The “block votes’ of the 
great trade unions will continue to control 
the party conference, and that conference 
governs the party. If the draft scheme is 
adopted at Nottingham, the purely politi- 
cal element in the Executive will become 
even stronger than it is today. We need 
hardly say that the decisions of the 
Nottingham Conference must have a pro- 
found interest for men and women of all 
parties in these islands. We cannot doubt 
that, in whatever shape the Labour Party's 
constitution may emerge from the dis. 
cussions at Nottingham, the party is 
destined to become in the near future one 
of the greatest political forces—perhaps, 
the greatest political force—in the United 
Kingdom. Its intention to contest three 
hundred seats at the next General Elec- 
tion is proof of the measure of its ambi- 
tion and confidence. The Representation 
of the People Bill will add millions of 
voters to the register, and most of these 
millions will adhere to the Labour Party. 
There is a growing rapprochement between 
the Labotr Party and the highly organised 
co-operative movement, with its three and 
a half millions of members. The con- 
ference in London yesterday showed that 
the co-operators are not yet ready for the 
great plunge of affiliation, but even now 
we may regard the two immense organisa- 
tions as one body for all the larger pur- 
poses of social and political reform. That 
body cannot fail to be a potent factor in 
the destinies of England and of the Em- 
pire. 

The Labour Party's prime objects are 
defined by the National Executive as, m 
domestic policy, “common ownership of 


the means of production, ' and, in world 


policy, the federation of the nations for |

In the meanwhile, 
however, prompt measures must be taken 
by the Government and its responsible 
officials.

The Cattle Trade. 


An extraordinary condition of affairs has 
arisen in connection with the Irish live 
stock trade. During the last few days 
thousands of cattle and sheep have been 
pouring into Dublin from the faire of 
Munster, Leinster, and Connaught for 
shipment at the port to England and Scot- 
land. On arrival in Dublin a large 
proportion of the consignments has 
been held up through the non-sailing 
of the steamers of the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company. It is estimated 
that, if the vessels of this Company 
were sailing to Manchester, Liverpool, and 
Birkenhead, they could relieve the port at 
the rate of 1,800 cattle for one trip. All 
the other cross-Channe] steamers have 
been sailing as usual, but the neces- 
sarily heavy demands on their accom- 
modation for cattle purchased by the 
Government for Army consumption have 
made the congestion at the port ex- 
ceedingly acute. As a result of the dead- 
lock thousands of cattle and sheep are 
standing in the lairages and parks in 
Dublin and ite vicinity. The parks have 
been trampled into quagmires, the animals 
are deteriorating in quality from hour to 
hour, and many have perished as a result of 
the hardships to which they are subjected. 
As an instance of the heavy financial 
losses involved, it was estimated on 
Wednesday that one cattle trader had in- 
curred a loss of £5 per head on 200 cattle 
owing to deterioration. The matter has 
taken up by the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ and Stock Owners’ Association, 
whose Committee on Wednesday night 
sent a telegram to the Chief Secretary at 
the Tiouse of Commons asking him to in- 
struct the Director of Cross-Channel 
Transportation to compel the use of ships 
at present lying idle in Dublin. Yesterday 
the subject was discussed at the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board, and a resolution was 
adopted empowering the Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman, and Harbour Master “to take 
such steps as they considered necessary 
to remedy the evil disclosed in the letter 
of the Cattle Traders’ and Stock Owners’

ENEMY SHIPS IN MINE- 
FIELD. 

Yesterday's Petrograd communiqué contains 
the following :— 

Baltic Sea.—Enemy operations on the Island 
of Oesel, within the last twenty-four hours, 
ended in complete occupation of the isiand. Be- 
fore our retreat we destroyed everything of 
military utility. After depriving us ef control

Our ships of the line, Grazhdanin and Slava, 
and the cruiser, Bayan, went out to meet the 
enemy in the Guif of Riga, and drove back 
his vanguard by their fire. Our ships soon en- 
countered the principal enemy fighting units 
and engaged them. Among the latter were two 
Dreadnoughts of the Grosser Kurfurst type. 

During the battle the enemy adopted tactics 
of firing at distances beyond the range of our 
guns, the range of his artillery being much 
—— to the artillery of our old ships of the 
ine. 

In spite of the clearly manifested superiority 
of the enemy our ships defended the ertrance 
a considerable time, and only the severe damage 
causd by the fire of Dreadnoughts forced us to 
retire into the waters of the Moon Sound, 

As a result of the several hits received be- 
neath the water line our battleship Slava sank. 
Nearly all the crew were saved by our torpedo 
boats. 

During this engagement our coast batteries 
at the entrance of Moon Sound dispersed by 
their fire enemy torpedo boats, which tried to 
approach our ships. 

Afterwards the fire of one of the enemy 
Dreadnoughts was directed on these batteries, 
and they were put out of action in a short time.

In Committee on the Representation of the 
People Bill yesterday, Sir John Lonsdale 
moved as an amendment that Ireland 
should be excluded from the bill.

The Government would gladly have 
avoided the question of redistribution in 
Ireland, but, since it had been raised, it 
must be dealt with. They could not 
fairly grant an extensiep of the franchise 
without agreeing to a redistribution of 
seats. 


It was quite possibie that the deliberations of 
the Irish Convention might in a short 
time hive reached such a point as to 
render it unnecessary to deal with this 
matter in the present bill, and he hoped 
with afl his heart that that would be the 
case.

There 
is, therefore, no question of resort by them to 
anything in the nature of wrecking tactics. The 
Irish Unionists are, of course, delighted that the 
Government have adopted their policy. t 

Sir George Cave'a announcement that the Go- 
vernment mean to apply to Ireland the Recdis- 
tribution provisions of the Reform Bill, says 
the Parliamentary CorrespOndent of the Dey 
Chronicle, was presumably the result of a de- 
gision arrived at by the Cabinet at ite meeting 
yesterday. The Nationaliste will offer deter- 
mined opposition to what they regard as a 
waton departure from the recommendations of 
the Speaker's Conference. What the Govern- 
mené mean to do is not to reduce the Irish 
repr tation, which is to remain at 103, but to 
re liate bate these seats according to population. 
Necessarily this decision involves the appoint- 
ment of a new Hourdary Commission, whose 
labours in Ireland will occupy several weeks. 
Finally, whan the Commission's report is ready 
it will have to be embodied as a schedule in 
the bill. All this means delay. The prospect of 
tho passage of the bill into law before Christmas 
has euddenly become highly improbable. Why 
has the Government decided at this late stage 
to raise unneceawarily a question on which there 
are acute differences of opinion, and the result 
of whose introduction must impede progress 
with the Reform Bill? Is it Sir Edward Car- 
con's influence again? Once the Home Rule 
Act becomes operative, the problem will cease 
to be, and labour bastowed now on redistribu- 
tion will then have baen auite in vam. 

How foolish all this Irish business ís, ex- 
claims the London Deily Express. A serious 
effort ie being made by serious men, in a great 
national Gonvention, to, settle once for all the 
troubles and difficulties ef long etanding.

MEALS FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE we — te 
Bin, —AÁAllow me the courtesy of your colum 
to draw the attention of the public to the very 
unsatisfactory manner in which meals are pro- 
vided for necessitous children attending our 

elementary schools. 

The Eduestion (Provision of Meals, Ireland) 
Act enables meals to be given “ both on days 
when echool meets and on other days,” and it 
allows for the striking of a penny rate to cover 
the cost. This rate brings in about £4,150 per 
annum, after collecting expenses, etc., have been 
defrayed. As the weekly expenditure is about 
£192, a simple sum in arithmetic will show us 
that the chile ren ean only be fed for about five 
months in the year. Owing to the exertions of 
the Irishwoznen's Reform League, the Women’s 
National Health Association, and other bodies 
interested in child welfare, dinners have been 
provided on school days since November of last 
year almost without intermission up to the pre- 
sent. During the summer vacation, by the kind 
co-operation of some of the convents and cooked 
food dépéts, the children were given meals, For 
this purpose authority to draw upon the money 
already allotted to the provision of meals was 
granted by the Local Government Board, though 
no definite promise could be obtained from them 
that the sum thus used would be refunded. 

May we draw attention to the unsatisfactory 

ition in which this leaves the Schoo) Meals 

mmitiee? The funds at their disposal will be 
exhausted in January, often one of the severest 
months, when the body most needs nourishment. 
Increased grants are being voted to enable boys 
and girls of the working classes to obtain an 
education which shall make them more efficient 
to face the baitle of life. Does anyone believe 
that this money will be well spent in en- 
deavouring to teach children who are not in a 
fit state to assimilate the teaching? It may. be 
said that the feeding of the children is the 
business of the parents. Normally, and if wages 
were sufficient to enable them to do so, there 
would be no fault to be found with this conten- 
tion. Everyone will agree, however, that the 
present time is abnormal, and a few moments 
spent in estimating the weekly expenditure of 
a working-class family will show that, evén with 
such a wage as 24s. a week (by no means the 
lowest in Dublin), a very heavy sfrain is put on 
the houseckeeper’s purse. If the familv consista 
of the father, mother, and four children ranging 
from thirteen to five or six vears, I think we 
may not unfairly estimate their weekly budget 
as follows" 

Rent-—4s 

Bread—4s. 6d. (twelve loaves at 41d. each). 

Tea—2s. 41. (not easily obtainable at this 
price). 

Milk is. 

Milk-—la. 9d. ‘one pint a 

Margarine—2x. ta” day}. 

Coal- Ta. per bag. 

Light—1ls. ld. ( gallon of oil), 

Potatoes ls. 9d. ne stone).

IRISH FARMERS’ UNION, 
ee 

A meeting of the Council of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union was held at 55 Middle Abbey 
Dublin, yesterday. Mr. R. A. Butler 

There was & large attendance. 
) leid, secretary, read the report, In 
which he stated that since their last meeting 
considerable activity had been shown 

The Chairman said that there were many 
more Associations in the country which should 
be affiliated. Amongst other things, they asked 
to have increased was the price fixed for. cattic. 
As they had seen, the price had been fixed at 
but even at that he did not think they 
would have as many stall-fed cattle as before. 
(Hear, hear.) It was a very small price for fat 
cattle, considering the price of stores and the 
high feeding tufts. Cake had gone up by £1 


street, 


per ton, and there was a reat shortage 
throughout different parte of Ireland. The prin- 
cipal object for which the meeting was called 
was in connection with the formation of the 
Wages Boards. He thought that these Boards 
were going to affect the farmers of Ireland 
much more than they were affected by the 
Land Acts He pointed out that if any farmer 
wished to object to any of the schedules he 
could do so. He suggested that if any Associa- 
tion objected to the grouping or anythin else, 
they could appeal to the Ventral Wages Board. 
The working hours of labourers were ten, ir- 
respective of the dinner hour. There would be 
special provision for herds later on 

A member stated that in his district, County 
Waterford, the irregular atiendance of labourers 
was one of the most serious things with which 
they had to contend. 

On the motion of Mr. Heskin (Waterford), 
seconded by Mr. McCarthy (Drogheda), a reso- 
lution was passed suggesting that the age of 
labourers should be raised from 19 to 21 years. 

THE WAGES BOARDS. 

Mr. John Waters (Ossory) proposed that the 
District Wages Boards should consist of farmers 
who made their living mainly by farming, and 
that the Farmers’ Aasociations in the different 
localities should have a large voice in the 
nomination of members of the ards. 

Mr. Murphy (Dregheda) seeonded the motion 
which was adopted. 

Mr. Reynell (Westmeath) moved a resolution 
expressing the opinion that the maximum fixed 
prices of corn wae inadequate owing to the in- 
creased cost of production 

Mr. Egan seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

It was agreed that the present maximum 
price should be continued for five years. 

CONVENTION. 

Mr. Egan proposed a resolution to the effect 
that the Union should approach the National 
Convention, and explain the unconstitutional 
manner in which they were interfered with in 
their business by Government departments, He 
had seen that another body of farmers in the 
South had brought the question of land pur- 
chase before the Convention, and had been 
very favourably received by the Chairman. 
By laying their ease before the Convention 
they would bring the various Gowerument de- 
partments t© their senaes. The Board of Agri- 
culture wae treating them badly. The Board 
of Works waa not treating them fairly in re. 
gard to the erection of houses, and the Board 
of Education did not give them proper educa- 
tion.

Horan (Birr) 
to do away with 

Mr. Slattery (Tipperary), as a member of 
the Convention, assured them that al! the in- 
terests that had been referred to had been con. 
sidered in the Convention. When the Conven- 
tion came to the conclusion which they all 
hoped it would it would be found that the 
farmers’ interests had not been neglected. As 
a result of the deputation to the Food Con. 
troller, concessions had been granted to farmers 
They were allowed to thrash their own corn 
until January, and had the price of cattle in- 
creased 

Mr. Keaveney (Galway). in seconding the 
resolution, which waa adopted, said that they 
should be treated in the same manner aa the 
reat of the United Kingdom 

A resolution forwarded by the Galway 
Farmers’ Association was approved, demanding 
free sale of potatoes, and requesting the Go- 
verument to make good the guarantee regard- 
ing prices.
